The Day in Court,

Judge A. B. Thornell aretived in the
city Tuesaday evening and was in his
pluee on the hench when the distriet
court yoeateprday morning.
The forenoon wns devoted to calling the
equity docket and nesigning cnuses for
trinl, The first throe weoks of the torm
will be devoted to the teinl of equity
canses, and the petit jury was dismissed
until the 11th of Februsry., An nssign-
ment of canses was mnde  for the first
woole, Tho court announced that the

dence over othars, and would be  ealled
whenever the prosecution is ready.

A number of injunction enses aro
among those alrendy sot down for weial.

In the afternoon, ans the court was
whout to eall the grand jury, Colonel
Supp ealled the attention of the court to

convened

the fact that certiin mombors  worae
drnwn who wero on the geand jury last
year, and thercfore ineligible. He

stated that there was aclique in Hazel
Dell township which had endeavored to
koep certain men off  the greand  jury,
and allegod that Mre. Lionioed, the mein-
her deawn this year, had not been  re-
turned by the trusteos, and in behalf of
that gentleman asked for his relense.

This lead to an investigation, and the
cotnty auditor was  ecalled  into court
with hiz poli and eloction hooks, and his
testimony showed that six of the twelve
grand jurors drawn had not been duly
returnad for this year, but wero instead
among those returned Tor lnst yewr, [t
was shown that o corract list had been
given to ex-County Clerke Shen, who
drow the geawd juey, and  that left the
explanution with Me. Sheu.

That pentloman professed entive igno-
rance regarding  the matter, said that
the only explanation he could give was
a supposition, which was that the list
for Inst year had been left an the box
and the later list of names for this year
had been dropped in on top of them. As
the explanation was perfectly plansible
and the only one that conlid  satisfue-
torily account for the mammoth mis-
take, it was accopted. It was o piece of
gross envelossness, and resulted in con-
sidorable delay nud inconvenionce,

After hearing the testimony in the
mutter the court rendered the following
decision:

“It appearing  to  the court that the
grand jury summoned to nppear at this
term, and for the year 1588, has been
illegally denwwn, therefore it is ordored
by tne court that said percept for said
grand jury be and is hereby  set aside:
and it is further ovilered thut o percopt
be issued to the sheriff of this county
commuanding him to summon wsutficient
number of persons irom the body of the
county w sérve ot this term of court;
and the court gives him twenty-four
nours in which to make that selection,”

The jurors who had been suminoned
woere discharged, and the clerk divected
to issue warrants to pay them for their
attendance,  Sherilf O'Neill will have
another grand jury on hand at 2 o’clock
this afternoon.

For the prosont torm of court the re-
porting will be done by Captain J, H,
Clark, who exchanges with Reporter
Van Pelt, on account of the illness of
Mrs, Clurk, who prefers to remain in
this city. Hereaftor Mr, Clark will re-
port for Judge Mnoey.

Unoe of the conspicuous features of the
court room is the notice on the c¢lerk’s
desk, and rowds as follows: “Pleaso
Notico—This is no hat rack. All hats,
conts and eanes found hereon will be
appropriated to the use of the bailiils
and theiv families, .

Viewing Manawn.

Engineor Bunkinbine, Chairman Me-
Connell, of the Manawa improvement
wind other
estod gentlemen visited  Lake Moanawn
yesterday maorning  for the purpose of
looking over the grounid and devising
plang for the improvement of  the lake.
The plan favored by Mr. Bivkinbine is
1o cut two channels, turning the Mos-
quito and [ndian crecks away from the
luke, the former into the other lake
south of Manawn, and the Indian ereclk
directly into the river,

He also proposes to dam up the outlet
of the lake, and put in an engine and
pump to keep the lake illed with water.
He deemsat unwise to attempt to flume
water into Muanawa from the south Inke,
ns a spring freshet would cut out all
work of the kind that could be done,
He states that the plant necessary 1o
keep the lnke filled would cost about
3,200, and the man who would be re-
quired to run the engine, would lpok
after the dylkes and dams.

The pump would be necessary for
two months during the summer and
carly fall, and at other times could be
used for pumping out the sand at the
bottomn of the lnke. The pump would
throw 75 per cent sand and the deposit
could be piped to the shore. He favors
the iden of putting down about forty
two-inch drive-wells on  the island
gouthenst of the hotel, and thinks that
hy going forty feet would strike another
stristinm of water, and it conld be pumped
at small cost. The committees authorized
him to write for priees for the necos-
sary machinery, and in the meanwhile
will go nhead with the work of shutting
off the wnter of the Mosquito and In-
dinn erecks, The method of filling the
luke is not vet determined, but the city
soworiage will be shot out of the lake
and the buthees will doubtless appreci -
ate even that much improvemont.

The Strange Career of o Former

Parisian Daune.

Mme., Peyaniud, bettor known o
Paris ns Mme. Gibguinand, says o Bal-
timore dispiteh to the Globe-Democrat,
died lust night in o little hut near
Catonsville, DBaltimore ecounty, sur-
vounded by her dogs, squirrels, eatsand

birds, The only humun being  who
kpnew ol the old woman's demise was

the good priest of the parish, who ad-
ministered the speraments of the chureh
and gave her absolution. Foreight years
she has lived In seclusion, shunning
her neighbors and venturing out only
when it was necessary to loy in a supply
of food, or when goingr to chureh. Up

to the hour of her death her
confessor nlone knoew of the
old  woman’s  history, which 1is
now for the first time mnde publie.

Mme. Poyanaud was born in Paris, and
up to the thine of hor mavvinge enjoyed
the respeet of all who know  har. Soon
wlter her wedding her huosband. o bar-
ber, dind, lonving her in  possossion nf
the seeret of beautifying the complex-
ion, She continuad the business, hut it
wits  not sullidiently  remunerative,
whareupon she conceived the dew of
compelling her customers Lo pay  Imore
iitberally.

She advertized  extonsively § promis-
ing the most remarkable  improvemont
by the use of her wasli, but enjoining
absolute seereey upon the ladies whom
she proposed to benelit. Soon her busi-
ness invrensed, and then she put her
sehome into operation.  Selecting  the
wonlthiest of patrons she gave them a
mixture, which when applicd to the
face, brovght out blotches instead of
roses,  Wheo they applied for velief,
she would deimand an exorbitant sum to
eifuet eure, which her victims Ulllr\'
too gludly pnids She continued  this
business suceessfully for some  time.
until o Miss Nichols, who wis viethm-
ized, hidd hor arrested  for swindling,
She was tried in Parvis, in 1875, and
santenced to  prison, Altor sorving
severnl yenrs she munnged to escape,
and sabled for Noew York, where she
lived very auletly,  One day she at-
tonded churveh, and, overcome with re-
marse, sougnt thoe offleinting priest and
confessed  hor sios, stoting ot the same
tima her rondiness o do penanee. “Che
priest wdvised her to forsnke hop evil
witys and spond hee doys o prayer,

mhe at once came to this city and
sought the hut on the Catonsville roud,
in which she passed the remainder of
hep life.  She praved constantly and
often sconrged herself.  Her only com-
punions were the domb animals she col-
loeted.  Up to within o few duys belore
hor death she enjoyved good health, All
ner property will probubly go to the
Cuthelic chureh. .
